UY, crossing a gex and the plains in a company of emigrants, Ha came in ybr 
one family of Captain Robert Cerpbell and lived in his famliy at Salt Lake 
oity until Hocemher 25th, 1854, He thon Lived with the family of Villard 
Achards, working at any kind of work he could find to do during the five 
ears he resided in Salt Lake. He worked for Brigham Young part of ine time. 
“2 was appointed by the Ward authorities to look after the widows and orphans, 
-a there were a great mary at that time. He filled this calling well. 
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He was married to Cetherine Cempbell on OStober lOb, 1859, and in 
sarch, 1860, was sealed by rresident Brigham Young in the endownent house at 
“gilt Lake City. To this union were born five children, , one of whom survived,

and, He, with his wife, came to Provo Valley in the spring pf 1860, and 
mediately went to work at building a house and planting crops, He contin=

He did whatever he was calied upon in civic or religious activities, At 
one time, re wee called to donate a wagon and team for the purpose of helping 
migrants across the plains, whi oh donation he promptly made, He also was 
¿n Indian Yar Veteran, and was one of the twelve men who were called to 
ntah to try and make peace mith the Indians, 


d was divided into the East end West Wards, he was 
ard of Heber, which position he held a number ofar 


nted vresiding Bishop over the Wards of the Vasatch
